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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 5 are allowable as written over the prior art and do not suffer from any 
deficiencies under 35 U.S.C. § 101 or § 1 12. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: regarding independent claims 1 and 13, the most pertinent prior art of 
record appears to be Ueda et al, EP 0539878 ("Ueda") and Arntz et al, US 4,621,072 ("Arntz"). 
Ueda discloses a catalyst and method of making a catalyst system for the vapor-phase oxidation 
of various organic compounds comprising contacting a catalyst, suspended in an oxygen flow, 
with a fluidized inactive carrier in a shell-and-tube type fixed-bed reactor, said catalyst having 
particulate diameters substantially between 0.4-0.7 urn. See id. at p. 3, In. 24-37. 

Ueda does not, however, disclose that 90% by volume of its V 2 Os particles are of <20 or 
< 15 um diameter, that 95% by volume of such particles are of <30 or <20 um diameter, or that 
>50% by volume of such particles are of greater than 2 um diameter. For its part, Arntz teaches 
methods of making complex catalysts for the gas-phase oxidation of organic compounds, 
comprising spraying a suspension of catalytic ally active catalyst precursor particles upon an 
agitated, fluidized carrier bed in the presence of a flowing fluidizing gas. See Arntz at col. 1, In. 
8-20, col. 3, In. 62-66 and col. 6, In. 44-56. Arntz further teaches the use of vanadium oxide and 
antimony oxide as active precursor materials for its catalyst formulation, a specific catalyst 
example comprising Sb, Mo, V and W in a 6:12:3:1.2 molar ratio (excluding oxygen). See id. at 
col. 1 1, In. 33-36. 90% of said catalyst's particles are of 2-50 um diameter, with 4.7 um being a 
preferred value, see id. at col. 1 1, In. 39-41. However, independent claims 1 and 13 (and all 
claims depending therefrom) have been allowed at least because Arntz 's catalyst particles do not 
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comprise V2O5 particles, but rather the V therein is part of a more complex lattice structure. 
Thus, even if it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the teachings of Ueda and Arntz, claim 1 and 13's V2O5 particle 
size limitations would not be satisfied thereby.
